TORONTO May 13.—To foster greater 
to-operation and unity between east and 
west dn Canada to people 20,000,000 acres 
pf vacant lands, and thereby securing a 
vastly increased national production to 
enlarge the domestic market and to help 
provide wealth and to meet and reduce 
the Dominion’s war debt, these are among 
the notable purposes of a committee of 
leading ‘businessmen who have come east 
to found the Western Canada Colonization 
Association. ‘The promotion of desirablo 
immigration 1s the solution proposed ,and 
for this purpose a fund of $1,500,000 will be 
required, 

Twenty Million Acres Available, 

Tt is estimated that there are at least 
twenty million acres of arable land lying 
within twenty miles of existing railways, 
exclusive of those held by government, 
Hudson's Bay, and railways which should 
be brought under cultivation. he West- 
ern Canada Colonization association hav- 
ing behind it tho whole business confi- 
fence of the three western provinces and 
many business and financla] leaders fn 
astern Canada, is endeavoring to conduct 
a work which the government cannot do 
and its motives are regarded as so worthy 
that the utmost co-operation is being ex- 
tended by all those who have thus far 
been approached. 

Advise Prospective Settiers. 

The object 1s not to buy or sell these 
lands, but to advise prospective settlers 
of their true value, Such lands are now 
privately held and the heavy unearned in- 
crement taxes imposed by tthe western 
provinces on vacant Jands, disposes owners 
to sell at a reasonable price, Further than 
that the general interests and well-being 
of the new settler will become the care of 
the organization until he is on his feet.

Farmers Quarrelled Over Injuries 
Administered to Layer’s Cat- 
tle by Wolf’s Dog 


WASHBURN, N.D., May 138.—Henry 
Layer,“a farmer, has confessed to the 
killing of Jacob Wolf, his wife, their 
children and Jake Hofer, 13-year-old 
chore boy, on the Wolf farm_ three 
milee west of Turtle Lake, N.D., on 
April 22, it was announced here to- 
day by J. E. Williams, stafe’s attorney 
for McLean county. Ml-feeling of Ieng 
standing cudminating in, a quarrel oved, 
injuries administered to Layer’s cattle 
by Wolf's dog, was responsible for the 
erlme, according to Layer's alleged 
confession, * , 

Layer, who is married and has six 
children, and who owns a farm one 
mile and a half from the Wolf home, 
‘was arrested Tuesday night at his 
home. Today he was arraigned before 
Judge W. L. Nuessle fn district court 
here and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in the state penitentiary at Bise 
marck. He was taken at once to 
Bismarck to begin serving sentence, 


Alleged . Confession. 

According to Layer'’s alleged con- 
fession to State's Attorney Williams, 
Layer eaid he went té the Wolf farm 
shortly before noon on Thursday, 
April 22. Mr. Willlams declared Lay- 
er said an argument followed and 
Wolf demanded that Layer leave the 
| place at onde. 
| Layer refused and Wolf went into 
the house and returned with a double- 
barreled shotgun. Williams sald Lay- 
jer declared he grasped the gun and 
jattempted to wrest it away from Wolf. 
|The struggle took place in the eh- 
| trance to the kitchen and the weapon 
was discharged twice. Ono of the 
shots killed Mrs. Wolf and the other 
the chore boy. 

By this time Layer had taken the 
gun away from Wolf, went into the 
sitting room, obtained a Randful of 
shells from a bureau drawer and hur- 
ried outside. Wolf was running to- 
ward the barn and Layer fired, the 
charge striking Wolf in the backs Lay- 
er then shot Wolf in the back as he 
lay on the ground, according to Lay- 
er’e alleged confession,

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The Call From The Farm. 

The farmer is shouting for help 
—and not getting it. At least not 
getting it in quantity sufficient to 
the needs of the case. -Such is the 
announcement of the superintend- 
ent of the Government labor 
bureaus. And an untimely and un- 
welcome one it is. 

The fault apparently is not low 
wages. The rates are quoted as 
being eighty dollars per month 
up, with board. .Ohviously times 
have changed, when such wages 
do not produce a stampede for the 
farms, 

This is a matter of importance 
not by any means confined td the 
farmers. Perhaps, in fact, the 
farmers are less vitally concerned 
than the rest of us, With normal 
health the farmer can at least put 
in enough crop to feed his family, 
without help. Whether ho ‘will 
also sow something for the towns- 
folk to eat, and something to ex- 

ort and bring in money that will 
Eat the wheels of industry and 
business turning next winter is 
the point that needs thinking 
about, . And it is the people in 
town who have to do the worrying 
ebout that. 

Stating it génerally, the towns- 
folk are dependent upon . the 
‘‘hired man’’ to put in the crops 
for them on the farm. The farmer 
ean take care of his family re-; 
quirements even, in this shortened 
seeding season, but he cannot pro- 
dute a big export crop lone-hand- 
ed. How many men he can get 
to.put in extra crop is the factor 
that determines what it will cost 
to live in the city next winter, 
and how much business there will 
be to be done. 

The seeding season is now. The 
season has been shortened two or 
three weeks. <A percentage of the 
work-stock was lost last winter. 
Feed, seed and machinery are all 
high-priced. The alin crops 
must be got into the ground in the 
next four weeks. The coming 
month therefore will decide what 
the times are to be like through- 
out the West next winter. If 
crops are not sown crops cannot 


| 


be harvested; and if crops are, 


not harvested in vast excess over 
local requirements, the business 
community will be in trouble when 
cold weather comes, and every- 
body who is dependent upon busi- 
ness conditions for a living. The 
West needs a good crop if it ever 
did. But even a ‘‘bumper’’ crop

The ‘‘Y’’ Campaign. | 

‘The campaign for fynds with’

It bespeaks a healthy 
condition of public sentiment on a 
matter.of the highest importance, 
and it shows that the city is grow- 
ing. There is a Y.W.C.A. because 
there is inthecommunity a feeling 
of concern for the welfare of the 
girls and young women; and there 
is a call for larger premises and 
more adequate equipment because 
the number of them requiring the 
services of such an institution is 
increasing. 

The women’s ‘‘Y’’ is a conserva- 
tory institution. Ita functions run 
parallel to those of the better 


known Y.M.C.A. It aims to do for 
the girls what the other does for 
the boys. In their campaign the 
canvassers will not be confined to 
the record of the Y.W.C.A. for 
argument as to the need that ex- 
ists dnd the wisdom of meeting it. 
They will also be.able to appeal to 
the more general knowledge of 
what has been accomplished by 


ing what can be accomplished 
through the Y.W.C.A. if a suitable 
and suitably equipped building is 
provided. 

Unfortunately, the modern city 
resembles the ancient city in one 
vital resnect. There are by-paths 
in it into which the young are apt 
to stray, and which lead in the 
wrong direction. The home influ- 
ence is not always strong enough 
to keep even city children from 
taking the wrong turning. How 
much more liable to wunder is the 


—who comes into the city to earn 
a living or to attend school, who 
knows no one, and who has no 
place to go for a social hour or to 
make acquaintances of the right 
kind! It is the purpose of the 
Y.W.C.A. to provide a social cen- 
tre for young women, especially 
for women whose homes are not in 
the city, as the Y.M.O.A. provides 
a similar centre for young men. 

As a matter of fairness the girls 
are entitled to their ‘‘Y”, housed 
in a building large énough and 
laid out and equipped for the pur- 
pose.

AN ANSWER TO “EX-TEACHER” 
Editor, The Bulletin: 

Sir.—In reply to ex-teacher’s letter 
re teachers board, I imagine from 
her letter she was a teacher in good 
old days gone by when prices were 
normal and the wordd profiteer was 
unknown. 

I advise ex-teacher to inquire of 
school trustees, questions asked by 
teacherg when applying for school. 
Among the first will be, how far ‘is 
my boarding house from the school? 
If it is more than a mile, she will pass 
up that school and select another of 
the ten or twelve for which she has 
applied. 

With a scarcity of 800 qualified 
teachers no qualified teacher need 
walk from two and a half to three 
miles, morning and night. Up to date 
teachera do not eat cold lunches but 
with the help of the children have 
hot drinks, soup or hot lunches, etc., 
at school. 

I contend that in the majority of 
homes where teachers are boarded, in 
well settled parts of Alber board 
is just as good as a teacher Will get 
in town. 

And now ex-teacher wants to in- 
clude laundry along with board and 
room, how many farm women have 
time to wash and iron, white middies, 
crepe de chene blouses etc., like most 
teacherg wear, for nothing. In town 
this would cost her at least $15 per 
month, . 

I consider that twenty-five or thirty 
dollars a month with the cost of liv- 
ing @g it is now would just about pay 
for her actual food. Some “unthink- 
ing" people think just because far- 
mers‘have their own potatoes, eggs, 
butter, milk etc. that it don’t cost 
him anything, but it costs him just 
&s much as the man who has to buy. 

It ig not only the cost of keeping a 
teacher but the inconvenience of hav- 
ing a etranger in the family, when you 
are not mak'!ng a business of it. No 
matter whether it is convenient of not 
the teacher wants to go to town on 
Saturdays when the family car or 
driving team goes out, the teacher ex-) 
pects to go, if the teacher is pleasant 
and congenial you are glad to have 
her go, but if she happeng to be like 
eos I know, the pleasure will be all 

ers, 

I have heard teachers say they have 
had more trouble, criticism and com- 
plaints from pupils’ mothers who 
were ex-teachers than all the other 
mothers put together, just because 
the teacher did not do as ehe did 
when she was teaching. They forget 
that laws, methods, price of board, 
etc., is changing every year. My be- 
llef is that all good qualified teachers 
deserve all they get and that it is 
only right that they get “the best 
school boarding places and all con- 
veniences they can, and that they are} 
willing to pay for them, and that the 
new school in outlying districts 
(where I think ex-teacher must have 
taught) be given to permit teachers. 
and that teachers’ ealaries be paid 
according to teachers’ merits. 

Now “ex-teacher” thinks *“farm- 
ers wife” must be one of those who is 
selling hay at one hundred dollars 
per ton, now I don’t think she is any 
better posted on this matter than she 
fs on boarding teachers, if she will 
just look into the matter a little she 
will find it 1s not the farmer, but the 
hay dealer, middlemen, profiteers or 
whatever you want to call them who 
are charging these.outrageous sums 
and the farmers who are paying it. 
Not only hay, but potatoes and grain. 
Most of the potatoes were sold by 
farmers from 60 cents to $1 per bus- 
hel, Now the profiteer has got hold 
of them they are $5 per bushel. Up to 
date the farmer has never had a 
chance to graft, he has been too busy,| 
but when he doeg I hope he will give

The primary teacher may have a 
room ‘with fifty pupila barely one 
year older than these tender tots, but 
she is expected to teach them a!l day 
and without either a piano or an 
assistant. With our etraightened fin- 
ancia] condition, js not a capital ex- 
penditure of $10,000 and an annual 
outlay of over $2,000 for salaries, too 
mutch to pay for amusing some fifteen 
children four hours a day? 

Kindergarteng are not popular 
even if the ¢f Parte of ‘the city 
where they are already opened or 
why would the attendance be a bare 
fifteen, when the number in ‘the pri- | 
mary room in tthe very same school,| 
is forty or fifty..

When installed in one of 
the eastern cities the employees found) 
their cheques ranging from $10 to) 
$150 ghort at the end of the year for 
being late at different times dur ng 
the year. How at all would it be if 
there were no clocks to check them! 
up like it is in Edmonton. I would! 
Suggest that the Council appoint a 
good impartial man with office exper-| 
jence for some months whose function 
and duty it would be to cull out sur-| 
plus help. and useless barnacles that!

OUT IN IRELAND 


Widespread Destruction of Pub- 
lic Property by Armed and 
Masked Men 


MAILS ARE HELD UP 
One Man Is Killed and the Canon 
of Down Cathedral is 
Wounded 


Dublin, May 13.—-At least thir. 
teen police barracks {in various 
parts of Ireland were wiped out 
in the course of widespread de- 
struction of public property and 
other activities by the bands of 


armed and masked men in Tre-| aren of Battlefield on National 


Jand Wednesday night. Five in- 
come tax and customs offices also 
were raided, and papers found in 
them burned. 

Two mail ears and one mail} 
train were held up and official | 
papers taken from them. | 

One man was killed in the out-| 
skirts of Dublin, where barracks 
were burned. | 

The Rey. T. G, Wilkinson, one 
of the canons of Down Cathedral, 
of Down Patrick, was shot and 
critically wounded while pursu- 
ing raiders on the street. The} 
houses of two newspaper editors 
were raided, and one anti-Sinn 
Fein editor was tarred and fea-) 
thered. | 

Some of the police barracks de- 
stroyed were unoccupied, and 
others were inhabited only by the 
custodians, The reports of the 
raiders’ activities have been pour- | 
Ing in all day from numerous sec- | 
tions, | 

Some of the earfiest reports 
camo from the immediate vicinity 
of Dublin. Among the barracks| 
burned being those at Bessbor-| 
ough, situated only a half mile 
from the vice regal lodge. It was 
here that a padesioly was shot 
and killed during the burning, 

Near Londonderry an attempt 
was made to burn the police bar 
racks at Carrigans, but residents 
extinguished the flames. The {n- 
come tax collector’s office in Lon- 
donderry itself was one of those 
raided by armed men, who burn- 
ed the tax papers, 

The wounding of Canon Wilkin- 
son took place after eight masked 
men had raided the Downpatricks 
excise office, cut the wires and 
seized valuable papers. When the 
Canon appeared on the scene he 
received a shot which wounded 


him in the thigh, He was removed 
to an infirmary, 


Lomfon, May 18—Reporte of an

Severa) e#tories are now going the 
rounds of the Grain Exchange, in 
Calgary, in which good advice wae 
given farmers by the grain people, to 
hold on to thelr participation certif- 
cates, In once case a farmer some 
time ago offered the manager of one 
of the leading firms his participation | 


certificates on two carloads of wheat | 
at five cents a bushel. He urged the 
farmer to retain these, which he 
eventually did, and today he is many 
hundred dollars in pocket. 

In fairness to the leading members 
of the Grain Exchange it shoul’ be 
stated that a large number of them, 
following the line of H. W. Wood, the 
president of the U. F. A., sent out 
circulars to their agents to do ‘their 
utmost to discourage the sale of these 
certificates, 

Typical Circular 

Here {s a typical circular that wae 
gent out in October last by the N, 
Bawif Grain Company: 

“It is quite possible that there may 
be men in your town or locality who 
may be trying to buy up partictpa- 
tion certificates from the farmers. You 
will readily understand that anyone 
who ia endeavoring to buy these ‘cer- 
| tiflcates will only buy them on a basis | 
that would give them a profit. 

“If you ‘have occasion to discuss) 
this matter with any of your custom. | 
ers, we would ask you, 60 far as pos- 
sible, to discourage any farmers from 
selling thelr participation certificates, 
as they, no doubt, will be worth fully 
|@sanuch or more than what they may 
be offered for them at this time.
